FIRST  DAY. 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Saturday,  June  20,   1908. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  inaugurated  its  annual  meeting  by  a  service 
held  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  in  memory  of  the  late 
Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.D.,  late 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina.  A  memorial  address  was 
delivered  by  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  the 
Senior  Bishop  present,  who  was  also  the  celebrant  at 
the  Holy  Communion.  He  was  assisted  in  the  service 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  and  the  Rt 
Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina.  The  Rt.  Rev., 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  was  also  in  the  chancel. 

The  Board  met  in  the  Walsh  Memorial  Hall  at 
10:15  o'clock,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop 
of  Florida. 

The  roll  of  Trustees  was  called  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  presence  of  a  Con- 
stitutional quorum,  and  the  Chair  declared  the  Board 
duly  organized. 

The  Chair  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
electing  a  President  of  the  Board  pro  tern. 
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The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  nominated  the  Bishop  of 
Florida. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  nominated  the  Bishop  of 
Atlanta,  and  asked  that  his  own  name  be  withdrawn. 

An  election  was  ordered. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins  and 
Mr.  W.  W.  Hampton  tellers. 

The  tellers  reported  that  fourteen  votes  had  been 
cast ;  of  these  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  received  ten,  and 
the  Bishop  of  Florida  four  votes.  The  Bishop  of 
Atlanta  was  declared  duly  elected  President  of  the 
Board,  pro  tern. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  a  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen 
and  Mr.  W.  W.  Hampton. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  letter  from  the  Bishop 
of  Louisiana,  resigning  his  membership  upon  the 
Executive  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  resignation  was  accepted,  and  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  to  the  Bishop  of 
Louisiana  the  regrets  of  the  Board  at  his  enforced 
absence,  and  the  necessity  for  his  resignation,  and 
also  to  express  to  him  the  appreciation  of  the  Board 
for  his  long  and  faithful  services. 

The  Secretary  was  also  instructed  to  send  a  tele- 
gram of  regret  for  absence  to  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana 
and  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  and  sympathy  in  their 
illness. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,   the 
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election  of  a  Chancellor  was  made  the  special  order 
for  Monday  evening  at  four  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  as  follows, 
and  their  recommendations  were  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  report  that  the  roll  as  called 
by  the  Secretary  is  correct.  With  reference  to  uncertainty 
about  the  Certificate  from  Dallas,  we  find  that  there  is  a  Certifi- 
cate in  due  form  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  names  therein  be  recorded  as  Trustees. 
We  find  that  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell  has  been  elected  in  place  of 
the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.D.,  from  South  Carolina,  and  that  he 
be  seated  accordingly.  We  reccommend  that  the  Certificate  of 
the  Diocese  of  Atlanta  be  received,  and  the  Trustees  therein 
named  be  seated. 

The  names  of  the  accredited  Trustees  from  the 
Diocese  of  Atlanta  were  called  as  follows  :  Rev.  C.

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast 
the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Board  for  the  nominees, 
and  this  being  done,  they  were  declared  elected  as 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  nominated  the  Rev.

Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  So 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas  and  Virginia,  than  any  of  her  o 
peting  Southern  sister  schools,  as  shown  by  the  tabulated 
ports  in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association  si 
1900." 

It  is  also  to  be  noted  with  grateful  satisfaction  of  the  incrc- 
of  twenty  five  students  in  this  Department  over  the  number 
ported  last  year,  and  an  increase  of  fifty  per  cent  in  the  g: 
earnings  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  notwithstanding 
great  business  and  financial  depression  of  the  times. 

It  is  equally  pleasing  to  be  informed  by  the  Dean  of  the  1 
which,  as  he  says,  deserves  mention,  namely:  "  The  propor 
of  first  year  students  is  much  larger  than  in  any  previous  co 


n 
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in  the  history  of  the  Department,  and  in  those  just  entering,  as 
well  as  those  more  advanced  in  the  course,  the  primary  educa- 
tional attainments  seem  well  up  to  the  requirements  of  our 
Medical  College  Association,  a  large  proportion  being  possessed 
of  Academic  Degrees. 

"The  apparent  improvement  in  the  classes  of  this  over  former 
years,  and  the  maintenance  of  a  numerical  strength,  certainly 
equal  to  the  pro-rata  claims  of  the  School,  with  an  upward  ten- 
dency, argues  an  inherent  vitality  to  exist,  and  seems  to  call 
more  loudly  for  improved  facilities  and  means  of  keeping  abreast 
with  the  demands  of  the  times." 

The  contemplated  scientific  building,  throughly  equipped, 
and  the  needed  additions  to  the  hospital  now  being  made,  will 
gready  increase  the  facilities  of  the  edical  Mchool,  and  Scon- 
sequently  attract  a  still  larger  number  of  students.  But  to 
creditably  compete  with  the  medical  schools  of  the  highest 
standard,  steps  should  be  immediatly  taken  to  provide  all 
necessary  equipments,  and  as  the  increased  net  gains  are  more 
than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  amount  needed,  we 
offer  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  $10,000.00  be  appropriated  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable to  purchase  such  equipments  for  the  Medical  School  as 
its  Dean  requires. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be

Mr.  Harrison  submitted  revised  report  as  follows  : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

By  a  resolution  of  this  Board,  adopted  at  its  last  meeting 
(see  Journal,  page  67),  this  Committee  was  required  to  report  at 
this  meeting  such  measure  as  in  its  opinion  will  regulate  or 
prohibit  the  use  of  intoxicants  on  the  University  domain. 

Your  Committee  is  aware  of  the  traditional  and  universal 
difficulty  experienced  wherever  and  whenever  the  regulation  or 
prohibition  of  the  use  of  intoxicants  has  been  attempted,  and  it 
realizes  that  enactments  not  enforced  are  dangerous ;  however, 
this  Committee  is  in  full  sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  said 
resolution,  and,  after  consideration,  it  respectfully  presents  for 
^our  adoption,  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  ( 1 ),  That  any  lessee  who  may  furnish  any  intoxicant 
n  any  quantity  to  any  student  of  this  University  during  its 
ession  or  its  vacations,  unless  the  same  be  prescribed  by  a 
esident  physician,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  caused  by 
udden  sickness  or  accident,  shall  thereby  forfeit  his  or  her 
ease,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Lands 
nd  Buildings  to  declare  and  enforce  such  forfeiture. 
Resolved  (2),  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  no  intoxicant 
riould  be  served  at  any  reception,  or  function  given  or  held  on 
lis  domain,  and  the  co-operation  of  all  residents  to  prevent 
ich  use  of  intoxicants  is  hereby  recommended.  The  Proctor 
E  the  University  is  hereby  required  to  report  to  the  Executive 
ommittee  through  the  Vice  Chancellor,  every  instance  in  which 
is  recommendation  maybe  disregarded,  and  of  which  he  may 
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have  information ;  such  reports  to  contain  a  statement  of  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances,  ascertainable  by  the  Proctor,  to 
the  end  that  the  Executive  Committee  may  take  appropriate 
action. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands 
servs  the  foregoing  resolutions  on  every  lessee  and  officer  of 
the  University,  by  mailing  to  each  a  certified  copy  thereof. 

The  several  resolutions  contained  in  the  report 
were  adopted  separately,  and  the  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

In  answer  to  the  resolution  adopted  at  yesterday's 
session,  asking  whether  the  Committee  appointed  to 
nominate  a  Chaplain  had  made  any  nomination,  the 
Bishop  of  Florida  stated  that  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  held  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  the  name 
of  the  Rev.  Francis  Osborne,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
was  unanimously  nominated  as  Chaplain  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  placed  in  nomina- 
tion as  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the  Rev.  E.  E. 
Cobbs,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery, 
Ala. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Seibels  nominated  the  Rev.  Arthur  R 
Gray  for  the  same  position,  and  the  Bishop  of  Mis 
sissippi  nominated  the  Rev.  Wm.  Mercer  Green  fo: 
the  same  position. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  the  severq 
nominations  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  th 
Theological  Department. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Corr 
mittee  on  the  Academic  Department.    Resolution  N< 
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i  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  E  :  u- 
tion  No.  2  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Academic   Department  resp 
report,  that  we  have  had  under  consideration  that  portion  of 
the   Vice-Chancellor's  report  relating   to   this   Department,   to- 
gether with  the  admirable  report  of  the  Dean. 

The  latter  gives  a  most  complete  pen-picture  of  the  growth 
and  present  accomplishments  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  We  shall  not  attempt  to  epitomize  it,  but  ask  leave 
to  read  extracts  which  furnish  information  that  the  members  of 
the  Board  should  know. 

We  note,  with  great  satisfaction  and  gratitude  to  the  work- 
ers, the  activity  of  members  of  the  Faculties  both  of  the  Aca- 
demic and  Theological  Departments  in  visiting  the  Southern 
Dioceses,  secondary  schools,  and  various  assemblies.  Such 
visits  must  bring  the  University  into  closer  touch  with  the  life 
of  its  constituency,  and  fruitful  of  good  always. 

We  congratulate  the  Dean  and  the  Faculty  upon  the  ex- 
cellence of  their  Department,  for  which  we  have  only  words  of 
high  commendation. 

Action  is  required  upon  two  matters  presented  through  the 
resolutions  which  we  respectfully  offer: 

Resolved  (i),  That  Benjamin  LeFevre  Coulsonbe  elected 
Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Physics. 

Resolved  (2),  That  for  purposes  of  advertisement,  as  de- 
scribed in  detail  by  the  Dean's  report,  the  sum  of  $500.00  be 
appropriated. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  there  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  the 
proposed  amendment  to  Article  IV  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, page  no  Journal  of  1907  ;  and  on  motion  of 
the  Rev.    Mr.    Spearing,    there   was  referred  to   the 
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same  Committee  the  proposal  to  change  the  name  of 
the  Grammar  School,  page    no  same  Journal,  also 
the  recommendation  of   the  Vice-Chancellor  on   the 
same  subject,  made  in  his  report. 
Recess  was  had  for  ten  minutes. 


4  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Board  re-assembled,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  in 
the  chair. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  was  the  election  of  a 
Chancellor. 

By  suggestion  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  prayer  was 
said  by  the  President  pro  tern. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  an  elec- 
tion was  ordered  without  nominations. 

Rev.  Mr.  Robertson  and  Mr.  Blacklock  were  ap- 
pointed tellers. 

During  the  count  of  the  vote,  a  recess  was  had  for 
ten  minutes. 

The  Board  re-assembled,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in 
the  chair. 

The  tellers  reported  that  there  had  been  no  con- 
currence of  orders,  and  no  election  was  had.  A 
second  ballot  was  ordered. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  reported  for  the 
Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances,  and  the 
report  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  have  re- 
ceived the  petition  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Lucas,  of  Greenwood,  Miss., 
asking  that  the  cases  of  students  Gossom,  McNeill,  Lenoir  and 
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/O  Gardner,  recently  suspended  from  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School, 

be  investigated,  and  that  if  any  injustice  has  been  done,  that  such 
f  students  be  re-instated.     Your  Committee  respectfully  recom- 

mend that  such  grievance  together  with  the  accompanying 
letter  of  Dr.  Lucas,  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the 
Hebdomadal  Board  with  the  request  that  they  conduct  the  in- 
yestigation  asked  for,  and  take  such  action  as  in  their  judg- 
ment is  deemed  best.  We  express  the  hope  that  these  cases  be 
dealt  with  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  Committee  on  the  use  of  intoxicants,  and  on  a 
call  for  division  being  made,  the  motion  was  carried 
by  a  vote  of  16  to  8. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wright  moved  to  strike  out  resolution 
No.  2,  of  said  report. 

The  tellers  reported  that  there  had  been  no  con- 
currence of  orders  in  the  vote  for  Chancellor,  and 
that  no  election  was  had.     Another  ballot  was  ordered. 

Discussion  on  resolution  No.  2  was  resumed. 

Pending  discussion,  the  tellers  reported  that  there 
had  been  no  concurrence  of  orders  in  the  vote  for 
Chancellor,  and  that  no  election  was  had. 

A  fourth  ballot  was  ordered. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  resolution  No.  2,  as 
above. 

Again  the  tellers  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
concurrence  of  orders  in  the  vote  for  Chancellor, 
and  no  election  was  had. 

A  fifth  ballot  was  ordered. 

Discussion  on  resolution  No.  2  was  resumed. 

Pending  discussion,  the  tellers  reported   that  there 
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was  no  concurrence  in  the  vote  for  Chancellor,  and 
that  no  election  was  had. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  a  Chancellor  was  made 
the  special  order  for  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  on  mo- 
tion, the  time  was  extended  15  minutes,  and  discus- 
sion on  the  aforesaid  resolution  No.  2  was  again 
taken  up. 

Dr.  William  Egleston  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning.

Pending  the  count  of  the  vote,  the  Board,  on 
motion,  proceeded  to  discuss  resolution  No.  2  of  the 
Committee  on  Intoxicants. 

The  Committee  asked  leave  to  withdraw  resolution 
No.  2,  and  to  substitute  in  its  place  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  no  intoxicant 
should  be  served  at  any  reception  or  function  given  or  held  on 
this  domain,  at  which  a  student  or  students  may  be  present,  and 
he  co-operation  of  all  residents  to  prevent  such  use  of  intoxi- 
:ants  is  hereby  recommended.  The  Proctor  of  the  University 
s  hereby  required  to  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  every 
nstance  in  which  this  recommendation  may  be  disregarded,  and 
)f  which  he  may  have  information,  such  reports  to  contain  a 
tatement  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  ascertainable  by 
he  Proctor,  which  reports  may  be  transmitted  by  the  Vice- 
Thancellor,  if  in  his  opinion  expedient  to  do  so,  to  the  Executive 
"ommittee  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  needful. 

Consent  of  the  Board  was  given  to  the  substitution. 

The  tellers  on  the  vote  for  Chancellor  reported  that 
he  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  S.T.D.,  Bishop  of 
'ennessee,  had  received  a  concurrent  majority  vote 
f  both  orders  of  the  Board,  and  had  therefore  been 
lected  Chancellor,  and  the  Chair  declared  him  elected. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  the  election 
as  made  unanimous,  by  a  rising  vote. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  Secretary 
as  instructed  to  notify  the  Chancellor-elect  by  cable- 
ram  of  his  election,  he  being  in  England,  in  atten- 
ince  on  the  Pan-Anglican  Congress,  and  the  Lam- 
;th  Conference. 
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Discussion  was  resumed  on  resolution  No.  2,  as 
amended  by  the  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution which  was  lost : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  expects  that  the  Trus- 
tees, the  Faculty,  the  Alumni,  and  all  the  residents  on  the  do- 
main, as  far  as  possible  be  examples  of  that  abstinence  which 
we  desire  to  enforce  on  the  students. 

The  Bishop  of  Arkansas  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  also  lost : 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be,  and  hereby  is,  re- 
quested to  associate  with  himself  the  Deans  of  the  Faculties  of 
the  University,  as  a  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
and  doing  what  can  be  done,  to  prevent  the  injury  and  disgrace 
to  the  institution  by  a  repetition  of  the  unhappy  experiences  of 
last  year,  owing  to  the  use  of  intoxicants  by  Alumni  and  students 

The  question  recurring  to  the  resolution  as  amended 
by  the  Committee  to-day,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

A  recess  was  taken,  in  order  to  allow  the  member; 
of  the  Board  to  attend  the  exercises  of  the  Grammai 
School.

The  Board  re-assembled,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  ii 
the  chair. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  was  deferred  for  fiftee 
minutes. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Corr 
mittee  on  the  Library.  The  report,  with  the  attache 
resolutions,  was  adopted  as  follows  : 
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To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  reports  of  the  Librarian, 
and  the  references  to  this  subject  in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  and 
Dean's  reports. 

From  these  reports,  it  appears  that  the  Librarian  has  collected 
fees  amounting  to  $23.60  and  made  expenditures  to  the  amount 
of  $18.34,  and  received  gifts  of  books  from  many  donors,  989 
bound  volumes,  and  7  papers. 

Among  the  donors,  we  note  the  names  of  several  of  our 
Alumni,  and  of  our  Professors,  and  among  the  books,  many  of 
especial  value.  We  append  suitable  resolutions.  The  need  of 
an  annual  sum  for  buying  new  books,  has  been  mentioned  with 
regularity  and  insistence  deserving  of  a  better  response  than 
has  ever  been  made.  As  a  standard  library,  we  may  jusdy  be 
proud  of  it,  but  as  a  current  library,  there  are  serious  deficien- 
cies. The  library  is  at  once  workshop  and  tools,  and  no  gift  can 
be  conceived  that  would  be  of  greater  practical  benefit  than  that 
of  an  annual  sum  to  be  expended  upon  current  publications. 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  expresses  its  thanks  to  the 
various  donors  named  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  and  that 
the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  communicate  this  resolution 
to  die  donors. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Board  instruct  its  Secretary  to  com- 
municate thanks  to  the  heirs  of  the  late  Hon.  Geo.  R. 
Fairbanks  for  their  gift  of  the  valuable  historical  collection  of 
our  honored  and  beloved  fellow  Trustee ;  a  gift  which  fittingly 
and  effectively  perpetuates  Major  Fairbanks'  association  with 
the  University  for  which  he  gave  so  large  a  share  of  his  ener- 
gies.

Resolved  (2),  That  the  request  of  the  Dean  that  certain  root 
or  quarters  in  the  Walsh  Building  be  assigned  to  his  Depa 
ment,  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  the  recomme 
dation  that  the  request  be  granted,  and  we  suggest  that  if  cc 
sistent  with  the  needs  and  requirements  of  other  Departmei 
of  the  University,  that  the  main  room  on  the  third  floor,  fj 
merly  used  as  the  library  of  the  Law  Department,  be  restor 
to  the  Department  for  its  use,  and  that  both  the  class  roo 
adjoining  at  the  west  end  of  the  building  be  turned  over  to  t 
Dean  for  the  use  of  himself  and  of  his  students. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  sum  of  $150.00  a  year  be  given  to  1 
Dean  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  his  Department  and 
otherwise  properly  presenting  its  claims  upon  our  constitueni 
Such  appropriation    to  be  made  out  of  funds  accruing  to 
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Law  Department  after  paying  the  ordinary  expenses  incident  to 
its  maintenance. 

Resolved  (4),  That  as  soon  as  the  income  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment will  justify  it,  that  an  additional  instructor  in  law  be  em- 
jloyed  by  way  of  an  assistant  professor  to  the  Dean. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Memorial 
ninute  to  the  late  Chancellor,  and  the  late  Treas- 
irer,  reported  as  follows,  and  the  resolution  was 
idopted. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
This  Board  of  Trustees,  having  learned  through  the  Vice- 
ihancellor  of  the  death  of  its  late  beloved  President,  the  Rt. 
lev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  and 
hancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South,  desire  to  express 
leir  sincere  and  profound  sense  of  the  great  loss,  which  both 
le  Church  and  the  University  have  sustained. 
Of  Bishop  Caper's  long  and  distinguished  services  to  his 
tate  and  Diocese,  appropriate  mention  has  been  made  both  in 
ie  University  pulpit  and  the  Church  press.  We  can  add  noth- 
g  to  the  tributes  so  fittingly  and  lovingly  paid  him  by  a  grate- 
J  and  admiring  people.  Our  wish  is  to  record  here  the  high 
teem  the  growing  admiration,  and  the  deep  affection,  in 
hich  he  was  held  by  the  members  of  this  Board. 
As  its  President,  he  presided  over  its  deliberations  with 
'ility,  dignity,  impartiality  and  unfailing  patience    and   cour- 

sy- 

As  Chairman  of  its  Executive  Committee,  by  his  practical 
od  sense  and  loving  counsel,  he  rendered  most  valuable  and 
thful  service. 

As  Chancellor  of  the  University,  he  was  at  all  times,  and  on 
occasions,  the  honored,  worthy,  and  beloved  representative 
the  institution.  He  has  left  us  the  inspiration  of  a  beautiful 
i  unselfish  life.  No  words  more  fittingly  describe  his  large- 
irted  charity,  his  abiding  faith  in  God  and  man,  and  the  irre- 
tible  charm  of  his  great  personality,  than  these  of  the  Apostle 
John,  4:12):  "  No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time;  if  we  love 
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one  another,  God  dwelleth  in  us,  and   His  love  is  perfected  in 
us." 

Resolved,  That  this  tribute  be  spread  upon  the  minutes,  and 
the  Secretary  bcrequested  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
the  family  of  the  late  Chancellor. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
The  past  year  has  wrought  many  changes  in  the  life  of  this 
University.  There  are  dear  and  familiar  faces,  which  we  will 
see  no  more  in  the  flesh.  But  there  is  no  one  whose  presence 
will  be  more  missed,  or  whose  loss  will  be  more  keenly  felt 
than  that  of  the  late  beloved  Treasurer  of  the  University,  Mr 
Robert  Marion  DuBose.  For  more  than  thirty-five  years,  ht 
has  served  the  institution  with  unflagging  zeal,  faithful  industry 
and  watchful  care  of  her  interests.  He  was  much  more  thai 
the  Treasurer,  he  was  the  friend  of  all  who  knew  him.  Then 
was  no  man  at  Sewanee  who  touched  more  sides  of  the  life  o 
the  community  than  Mr.  DuBose.  The  variety  and  extent  o 
his  services  to  the  University  and  to  the  community  will  neve 
be  known.  Nothing  that  concerned  in  any  way  the  manners  o 
the  morals  of  the  student  body  was  foreign  to  his  interests.  I 
one  was  in  trouble  or  had  met  with  a  personal  loss,  "  Unci 
Bob,"  as  he  was  universally  known,  was  sure  to  be  the  first  t 
offer  his  services,  and  to  express  a  word  of  loving  sympathj 
His  ready  wit,  his  unfailing  sense  of  humor,  his  transparer 
sincerity  and  honesty  of  purpose,  his  simple  trust  in  God,  hi 
love  for  his  fellow  men,  his  perfect  devotion  to  his  work,  mad1 
him  the  most  valuable,  useful  and  beloved  officer  of  the  Un 
versify. 

We  wish  to  record  here  our  grateful  appreciation  of  his  Ion 
and  faithful  services,  our  high  esteem  for  his  noble  and  unselfis 
life,  and  our  deep  sense  of  personal  loss  and  grief,  which  ca 
not  be  expressed  in  words.  Sewanee  has  been  singular 
blessed  in  having  those  to  serve  her  who  were  at  all  times  e 
amples  to  the  flock  of  Christ,  but  we  know  of  no  one  whose  i 
fluence  was  more  entirely  for  good  and  for  the  upbuilding 
Christ's  Kingdom,  than  that  of  our  late  Treasurer.

The  question  recurring  to  the  adoption  of  th 
resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  viz 
"Resolved,  That  the  Medical  School  of  the  Uni 
versity  of  the  South  shall  be  abolished  at  the  earlie? 
possible  moment,"  he  was  granted  the  privilege  c 
closing  the  discussion.  A  division  being  called  fo 
a  vote  was  taken  resulting  in  a  vote  of  19  to 
against  the  resolution. 

Resolution  No  1.  of  the  report  of  the  Commits 
on  the  Medical  Department  was,  on  motion  of  M 
Spearing  indefinitely  postponed;  Resolution  No.  2  w; 
adopted  ;  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  it  w. 

Resolved,  That  no  student  in  his  third  or  fourth  year  be  1 
mitted  to  the  Medical  Department  until   he  has  satisfied 
examination,    the     Professors    in    each    of     the    fundamen 
branches,  of  his  knowledge  of  those  branches,  and  of  his  fitn< 
to  proceed  with  his  course  in  medicine. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Bisb 
of  South  Carolina,  in  reference  to  the  examinations  for  entrar 
in  the  Medical  Department  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to 
Professor  and  instructor  in  the  Medical  Department. 
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The    Rev.   Mr.   Mikell  submitted  a  report  of  the 
y  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department,  and  the 

nominations   were    referred    to  the  Executive   Com- 
mittee : 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  begs  leave  to 
submit  the  following  portion  of  its  report : 

That  the  following  nominations  for  the  position  of  Chaplain 
have  been  referred  to  the  Committee:  The  Rev.  Francis 
Osborne,  of  Charlotte,  N.  C. ;  The  Rev.  E.  E.  Cobbs  of  Mont- 
gomery, Ala. ;  The  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray,  of  Sewanee,  Tenn. ;  The 
Rev.  W.  M.  Green,  of  Meridian,  Miss. 

The  Committee  considered  the  nominations,  and  unanimously 
recommend  for  this  position  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray,  of  Sewanee, 
Tenn. 

The  Committee  also  recommends  for  the  position  of  Dean  of 
the  Theological  Department  and  Professor,  the  Rev.  Philip 
Mercer  Rhinelander,  M.A.  (Oxon),  Professor  in  the  Theological 
School  of  Cambridge,  Mass. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  Mississippi,  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Dean  and  Professors  of  the  Medical  De. 
partment  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  Professors 
and  officers  of  the  University,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee, 
before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Board,  and  after  consul- 
tation with  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Dean  of  the  Medical 
School,  designate  the  salaries  and  fix  the  terms  of  co-ordination 
with  the  other  Departments  of  the  University. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  to-morrow  at  9  o'clock

Wednesday,  June  24,  9  o'clock,  a.  m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m., 
the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  in  the  chair. 

The  roll  of  absent  members  was  called. 

The  Minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions  were  read  and 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  Reso- 
lution No.  3  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Law  Department  was  reconsidered,  and  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Harrison  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances,  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  proposed  amendment  of  Article  IV  of  the 
Constitution  (see  Journal  of  19x27,  pg.  64)  respectfully  report, 
that  in  its  opinion  the  prerogatives  of  the  Senior  Bishop  in 
the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chancellor  or  in  the 
absence  of  the  Chancellor,  should  be  more  definitely  pre- 
scribed than  the  same  are  prescribed  in  the  said  proposed 
amendment.  Wherefore,  your  committee  recommend  the 
adoption   of  the   following   resolution : 

Resolved  (1),  That  in  lieu  of  said  proposed  amendment 
the  final  words  "until  the  Board  meets"  be  stricken,  and 
the  following  words  substituted,  "during  such  vacancy  or  dis- 
ability," and  the  said  amendment  be  laid  over  for  final  action 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

To  this  committee  was  also  referred  the  proposed  change : 
in  the  name  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  it  recommends 
the  adoption  of  the   following: 
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Resolved  (2),  That  the  words  "Sewanee  Grammar  School" 
wherever  they  appear  in  the  Constitution,  Ordinances  or 
resolutions  of  this  Board,  be  stricken,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "Sewanee  Military  Academy"  be  inserted,  by  the 
latter  of  which  names  the   said   school   shall   be  known. 

Resolution  No.  i  being  placed  upon  its  passage,  it 
was  lost,  and  on  motion  the  amendment  to  Article  IV 
of  the  Constitution,  as  passed  last  year,  was  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  vote ;  being  the  insertion  of  the  words 
"or,  in  the  event  of  the  disability  of  the  Chancellor, 
by  sickness  or  other  cause,"  between  the  words  "occur" 
and  "while." 

Resolution  No.  2  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Grammar  School. 

Resolution  No.  1  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee;  Resolution  No.  2  was  adopted.  The  re- 
port is  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined 
the  report  of  the  Head  Master  and  of  the  Vice  Chancellor. 
The  former  outlines  admirably  the  future  policy  of  the 
school,  and  the  latter  contains  the  recommendation  by  the 
Hebdomadal  Board  to  change  the  name  of  the  school.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  already  effected  a  change  in 
the  headship  of  the  school,  with  probable  change  in  details 
of  management,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  ?.everal 
suggestions  and  recommendations  made  by  the  retiring  Head 
Master  be  referred  for  action  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
That  the  Board  may  be  exactly  informed  upon  the  matters 
to  be  thus  referred,  we  quote  from  the  Head  Master's  report: 

"Finally,  I  desire  to  collect  in  one  place  the  recommenda- 
:ions  that  seem  wise  to  me : 
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"(i)  The  Grammar  School  should  be  a  strictly  military 
school,  with,  an  active  Commandant  in  direct  charge  of  dis- 
cipline, or  the  military  department  should  be  abolished  al- 
together. 

"(2)  The  courses  now  given  in  the  school  should  be  in- 
creased in  number  until  the  work  should  cover  all  fields 
of  modern  activity  in   secondary   school    work. 

"(3)  That  the  sacred  studies  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Rev.  A.   H.   Noll. 

"(4)  That  the  problem  of  an  adequate  plant  be  considered 
of   greater   and   greater   importance   each   year. 

"(5)   That  a  permanent  teaching  staff  be  provided  for. 

"(6)  That  $200  be  appropriated  for  the  Grammar  School 
Library. 

"(7)  That  Grammar  School  scholarships  be  placad  upon 
a  different  basis  than  the  present  one,  and  that  boys  holding 
scholarships  be  required  to  render  some  service  directly  to 
the   school." 

Your  Committee  thinks  that  it  will  be  manifest  to  all  that 
none  of  these  recommendations  may  wisely  be  acted  upon 
by  this  Board  at  this  time,  and  therefore  append  a  resolu- 
tion  of  reference. 

It  seems  proper  to  record  a  fitting  minute  commemorative 
of  the  serrice  of  the  retiring  Head  Master,  who  has  spent 
five  busy  years  among  us,  and  whose  labors  have  resulted 
in  fixing  the  standard  of  the  school  upon  a  higher  plane. 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  several  recommendations  above 
recorded  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  such 
action    as    they    may   deem    wise. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to, 
express  to  Dr.  Roszel  the  Board's  grateful  appreciation  of  his 
services  and  of  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of  the  Grammar 
School ;  and  our  sincere  wish  for  the  full  measure  of  success 
in  his  new  field. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  reported  for  the  Committee 
p  on  Lands  and  Buildings,  and  the  resolution  contained 

therein  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  :  Your  Committee  on  Lands  and  Buildings  begs 
leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  has  had  under  consideration  the 
matter  of  installing  on  the  University  domain  an  elec- 
tric light  plant  for  University  and  general  use  on  the 
mountain.  Several  propositions  have  been  advanced  to  secure 
such  a  plant,  but  without  recommending  what  course  should 
be  pursued  to  insure  the  establishment  of  such  a  plant. 
Your  Committee  expresses  the  opinion  that  such  an  under- 
taking is  feasible,  and,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  mat- 
ter be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  endorse- 
ment of  this  Board.  Your  Committee  submits  herewith  the 
estimates  and  figures  furnished  by  Mr.  Coulson,  Acting  Pro- 
fessor of  Engineering  and  Physics,  by  which  it  would  appear 
that  the  establishment  of  an  electric  light  plant  is  not  only 
possible,  but  that  it  would  be  a  financial  success.  We  recom- 
mend,  therefore,  the  adoption  of  the   following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  establish- 
ment of  an  electric  light  plant  appears  to  be  feasible,  and 
would  result  to  the  benefit  of  the  University,  and  we,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  the  whole  matter  of  the  installation 
of  an  electric  light  plant  on  the  University  domain  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  notified  the  Board  of  his  de- 
sire to  be  relieved  from  the  duties  of  a  member  of  the 
Endowment  Committee,  inasmuch  as  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  did  not  feel  justi- 
fied in  undertaking  the  additional  work.  The  Board 
accepted  his  resignation  with  regret. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  records  with  regret  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  S.  T.  D.,  D.  C.  L,  as  Dean  of  the  The- 
ological Department,  and  Professor  of  New  Testament  Ex- 
egesis. Dr.  DuBose's  service  to  the  University  has  been  long 
and  faithful  in  many  capacities  and  positions.  The  influence 
of  his  self-sacrifice,  of  his  devoted  search  for  truth,  of  his 
unselfish  service,  of  his  sympathy,  his  counsel  and  his  advice, 
of  his  modest  bearing,  of  many  honors,  and  most  of  all, 
of  his  deep  piety,  has  been  the  most  uplifting  and  ennobling 
force  in  this  University  for  many  years,  and  making  a  deep 
impress  on  the  lives  of  those  who  have  come  into  contact 
with  him,  has  extended  in  ever  widening  spheres. 

With  his  great  scholarship,  he  has  given  to  this  University 
a  place  of  honor  among  the  Universities  of  the  English 
speaking  world. 

In  life,  in  character,  and  attainments,  Dr.  DuBose  is  the 
very  embodiment  of  the  Sewanee  Ideal.  It  would  be  a  dis- 
tinct loss  to  this  University  to  give  consent  to  the  entire 
severance  of  his  name  from  the  institution. 

The  Theological  Department  has  also  sustained  a  loss  in 
the  resignation  of  Professor  Guerry,  who  so  ably  filled  the 
chair  of  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology,  and  who 
brought  the  work  of  that  school  to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency. 
As  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  Dr.  Guerry  will  still  serve 
the  Theological  Department  and  the  University  with  zeal 
and  interest  in  its  welfare. 

The  resignation  of  the  Dean,  the  Vice-Dean,  and  Prof. 
Guerry,  makes  a  reorganization  imperative.  In  this  reorgan- 
ization, and  with  the  coming  of  a  new  Dean,  your  Commit- 
tee feels  that  the  position  of  Dean  should  carry  with  it 
more  independence  of  action,  and  more  real  control  of  the 
affairs  of  the  department — financial  and  otherwise,  than  has 
heretofore  been  the  case. 

The  Dean  of  the  Department,  your  Committee  feels,  should 
have  larger  control  of  the  funds  pertaining  to  and  contributed 
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H  to   that   department,   and   should    feel   more   responsibility    for 

increasing  the  same. 

The  time  has  come  when  Theological  Seminaries  must 
keep  pace  with  other  educational  institutions,  and  other  pro- 
fessional schools,  if  the  clergy  who  graduate  from  them  are 
to  be  of  influence  in  the  world  of  thought  and  action.  Your 
Committee,  therefore,  feels  that  the  time  has  come  to  elect 
a  strong  man  as  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  to 
give  him  a  real  control  of  it,  and  responsibility  for  it. 

We  note  with  regret  the  small  number  of  students  in  the 
department.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Dean,  there  are 
eight  Seniors,  five  Intermediates,  three  Juniors,  and  two  ir- 
regular students.  The  small  number  of  Juniors  is  especially 
to  be  regretted.  If  our  Southern  Bishops  felt  the  interest  in, 
and  the  responsibility  for  this,  their  University,  would  this 
be   the   case? 

Is  it  that  there  are  so  few  candidates  for  the  ministry  in 
our  Southern  Dioceses,  or  is  it  that  oar  Bishops  are  sending 
their  men  to  other  Seminaries,  when  this,  their  own  Seminary, 
so    sorely   needs    their    support? 

Your  Committee  would  especially  call  attention  to  the  poor 
physical  condition  of  St.  Luke's  Hall.  It  needs  renovation 
and  repair.  The  recent  fire  in  one  of  the  halls  made  impera- 
tive the  renovation  of  that  hall,  and  this  but  accentuates  the 
need   for   a   like   renovation   in   the  other  halls. 

The  University  has,  in  the  past,  made  great  use  of  St. 
Luke's  Hall ;  it  should  now  make  every  effort  to  maintain  it, 
and  make  it  comfortable  for  the  inmates.  Baths  should  be 
installed,  and  above  all,  in  view  of  the  change  of  terms,  and 
the  winter  session,  it  is  immediately  necessary  that  a  furnace 
be  placed  in  the  Hall. 

We  have  seen  with  gratitude  the  new  reading  room  and 
reference  library  which  has  been  established,  a  gift  from 
the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray.  He  has  fitted  it  up  with  great  beauty 
and  comfort.     (See  portion  of  report  already  offered.) 

Your  Committee  offers  the  following  resolutions : 
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Resolved  (1),  That  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  P. 
DuBose,  S.  T.  D.,  D.  C.  L„  as  Dean  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment, and  Professor  of  New  Testament  Exegesis,  be 
accepted,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  convey  to 
him  the  regret,  the  admiration,  and  the  love  of  this  Board. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Rev.  W.  P.  DuBose,  S.  T.  D.,  D. 
C.  L„  be  elected  Dean  Emeritus  and  Professor  Emeritus  of 
New  Testament  Exegesis  in  the  Theological  Department  of 
the  University  of  the   South. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Du- 
Bose, M.  A.,  as  Vice-Dean,  be  accepted,  and  the  thanks  of 
the  Board  for  his  valuable  services  be  conveyed  to  him. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  Rev.  Thos.  A.  Tidball,  D.D.,  be 
requested  to  act  as  Dean  pro  tempore. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  semi-annually  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Theological  Department,  and  to  every  Bishop  who  is 
a  member  of  this  Board,  a  statement  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  of  the  account 
of  each  Diocese  with  that  Department. 

Resolved  (6),  That  we  recommend  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  a  proper  heating  plant  be  placed  in  St.  Luke's 
Hall,  ready  for  use  in  the  autumn. 

Resolution  No.  1  was  adopted,  and  the  chair  ap- 
pointed as  the  committee  called  for,  the  Bishop  of  Ala- 
bama, the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Murdoch. 

Resolutions,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  were  adopted ;  Resolution 
No.  6  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins,  the  following 
resolution  was  referred  to  the  Theological  Commit- 
tee: 
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Resolved,  That  the  schedule  of  apportionments  on  the 
various  Dioceses  for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment be  printed  as  in  the  Journal  for  1907,  except  that  the 
Diocese  of  Georgia  should  be  apportioned  $300  and  the 
Diocese  of  Atlanta  $300. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  present 
committee  to  act  on  matters  needing  action, 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta, 
and  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  appointed  a  Committee  on 
Memorials  in  All  Saints  Chapel,  and  report  at  this  session 
of  the  Board. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  had  until  12  o'clock,  m.,  in 
jrder  to  enable  the  Executive  Committee  to  prepare 
ts  report.

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  in 
he  chair. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  letter,  which 
/as  ordered  spread  upon  the  Minutes : 

*o  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

My  Dear  Sir. — Your  letter  of  the  23d  inst.  enclosing  com- 
lunications  from  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and 
rievances,  and  also  from  Dr.  J.  H.  Lucas,  a  Lay  Trustee 
om  Mississippi,  is  duly  received.  The  Hebdomadal  Board 
as  convened  at  9  o'clock  this  morning,  and  invited  to  be 
•esent  the  Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  the 
ishop  of  Mississippi,  and  Dr.  Lucas.  The  Head  Master 
the  Grammar  School  made  a  full  statement  of  the  facts 
connection  with  Cadets  Gossam,  McNeil,  Lenoir  and  Gard- 
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ner,  showing  that  only  two  of  these  boys,  Cadets  Gossam 
and  Lenoir  had  been  dismissed ;  that  Cadet  McNeil  withdrew 
of  his  own  accord,  and  that  Cadet  Gardner  had  been  re- 
quested to  withdraw,  on  account  of  his  failure  to  pass  a 
single  class   during  the  year. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  was  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  the  suspension  of  Cadets  Gossam  and  Lenoir  was  fully 
justified,  and  endorsed  the  action  of  the  Head  Master.  Upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Head  Master,  however,  Cadets 
Gossam  and  McNeil  will  be  readmitted  at  the  beginning  of 
the  next  scholastic  year,  September  17th.,  should  they  apply 
for  admission.  Very  faithfully,

The  committee  finds  itself  unable  to  make  a  recommenda 
tion  in  the  matter  of  a  nomination  of  a  Chaplain  or  a  Deai 
at  this  time,  and  ask  for  further  time,  and  couple  with  th 
request  a  recommendation  that  the  Board  on  its  own  initia 
tive  take  up  the  subject  of  the  distribution  of  work  in  th 
Theological  Department. 

Further,  the  committee  approve  the  nomination  of  Mi 
Benjamin  Lefevre  Coulson,  as  Professor  of  Civil  Engineerin 
and   Physics,   and   recommend  his  election. 
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The  report  was  placed  upon  its  passage. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  with  refer- 
ence to  the  election  of  Mr.  Coulson  was  adopted. 

On  the  question  of  granting  more  time,  the  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Chaplain. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hudgins  nominated  the  Rev.  A.  R. 
Gray. 

Discussion  was  entered  upon. 

Pending  discussion,  the  hour  for  adjournment  ar- 
rived, and  on  motion  the  time  was  extended  fifteen 
minutes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spearing,  the  Board  went  into 
executive  session  during  the  discussion  of  this  matter. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  nominated  for  this 
position  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Cobbs. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  nominated  the  Rev.  Francis 
M.  Osborne. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  nominated  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Mercer  Green. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Robertson  nominated  the  Rev.  Cleve- 
land K.  Benedict,  of  Ohio. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  offered  the  following  res- 
olutions, which  were  adopted  seriatim  : 

Resolved,  That  $125.00  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
for  his  services  as  such  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  upon 
:he  warrant  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
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Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Board 
be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  the  Vice 
Chancellor  be  appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's 
Minutes,  and  to  designate  what  portions  thereof  shall  be 
printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  be  given  au- 
thority to  authorize  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  Mr 
A.  C.  Leigh  to  sign  his  name  to  the  recorded  Minutes,  wher 
they  shall  have  been  prepared,  in  case  he  should  be  absent. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be,  an< 
the  same  are  hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  an< 
other  officers  of  the  University,  and  to  the  residents  o 
Sewanee,  for  their  delightful  entertainment,  and  kind  hos 
pitality  accorded  the  members  of  the  Board  during  our  meet 
ing. 

A  recess  was  taken  until  3  o'clock,  p.  m. 


4  o'clock,  p.  M. 

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta  in  tb 
chair. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  pending  questioi 
being  the  election  of  a  Chaplain. 

On  motion,  the  request  of  the  Executive  Committe 
asking  more  time,  was  granted,  and  they  were  r< 
quested  to  make  a  report  at  9  o'clock  tomorrow ;  ar 
that  portion  of  their  report  bearing  upon  the  distr 
bution  of  work  in  the  Theological  Department  was 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  that  Department. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Henr 
man  appeared,  and  addressed  the  Board,  making  t 
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O        report  of   the   Commission   on    the   Confederation    of 
Church    Schools  and  Colleges. 

After  hearing  the  policy  clearly  outlined  in  the  re- 
port, which  the  Commission  did  not  ask  to  be  pub- 
lished, the  Board  passed  the  following  resolution,  of- 
fered by  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  the  Bishop 
of  Mississippi : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  reiterate  its  instruction  to  the 
Commission  to  communicate,  either  by  letter,  or  in  the  per- 
son of  its  Secretary,  with  the  Church  Schools  of  the  South 
with  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  higher  standards  of  scholar- 
ship, and  of  confederating  our  Church  Schools  with  the  Uni- 
/ersity  as  the  appropriate  head  of  Christian  education  in  the 
5outh. 

Mr.  Harrison  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Bev- 
rages,  as  follows: 

ro  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  report  as  to  the  sale 
f  Coca-Cola  and  other  like  drinks  on  the  University  domain, 
1  respect  to  the  harmfulness  of  such  drinks  (see  Journal 
f  1906,  page  46,  and  Journal  of  1907,  page  66)  respectfully 
jbmits  the   following  report : 

Your  Committee  has  confined  its  inquiry  to  the  effects  of 
le  sale  of  Coca-Cola,  and  herewith  submits  accompanying 
:rtificates  etc.,  as  to  the  contents  of- that  beverage,  and  its 
obable  effects. 

This  evidence  shows  that  a  glass  or  bottle  of  Coca-Cola 
mtains  about  the  same  quantity  of  caffeine,  as  a  cup  of 
>ffee  or  tea  usually  contains,  and  does  not  contain  other  pow- 
ful  alkaloid. 

After    consideration,   your    Committee    respectfully   presents 
r  your  adoption,   the   following  resolution : 
Resolved,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  directed  to  adopt 
ch    measures   and   take   such   action   as    will,   in   its   opinion, 
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most  effectively  prevent  students  from  intemperate  drinking 
of  Coca-Cola  and  other  like  beverages.  Constant  diligence  on 
th£  part  of  said  Board  and  of  every  member  thereof  is  urged 
in  respect  to  the  duty  hereby  imposed. 

Pending  discussion,  the  hour  of  adjournment  ar- 
rived, and  on  motion  the  time  was  extended  to  six 
o'clock. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  of  the  committee  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Faulkner  reported  for  the  Finance  Committee  ; 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  adopted 
seriatim,  and  then  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted, 
as  follows : 

We,  the  Finance  Committee,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report  upon  our  examination  of  the  report  made  by  the 
auditing  company  upon  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
University.  We  find  that  the  report  of  the  financial  state- 
ment agrees  with  the  balances  as  set  forth  in  the  report.  W> 
find  the   following   errors  and  discrepancies   in   the   report : 

Under  the  item  of  dormitories,  it  shows  an  income  ove 
expense  of  $742.42  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  was  realb 
a  loss  of  $257.58.  This  change  in  the  report  increases  tlv 
deficit  for  the  year  to  $6,698.99;  this  deficit  being  greater  thai 
for  the  past  eight  years. 

In  the  item,  University  Supply  Store,  shows  a  surplu 
January  1,  1907,  of  $15,500.71,  whereas  the  balance  in  the  for 
mer  statement  shows  this' surplus  to  be  $15,515.58;  a  discrep 
ancy   of  $14.87. 

We  recommend  that  the  accounts  of  the  Supply  Store  b 
rendered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  in  quarter! 
periods,  being  January  1,  April  1,  July  1,  and  October  1,  an 
that  when  these  accounts  are  rendered  they  be  audited  by  tt 
proper  party  and,  if  correct,  paid  to  the  Supply  Store  by  tr! 
Treasurer,   so   that   they   may  be   closed   at   these   periods. 

In   the   Hodgson   Medical   Infirmary   we   note   a   number   1 
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items  aggregating  unpaid  charges  $632.39.  We  are  informed 
by  the  Treasurer  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  this  amount 
had  been  paid  prior  to  the  audit. 

In  the  statement  of  Endowment  Funds,  the  auditor  shows 
an  aggregate  of  $217,980.49,  while  in  the  financial  statement 
his  report  shows  for  the  same  fund  $220,533.32.  We  have  met 
Mr.  McFarland,  who  is  the  manager  of  the  audit,  and  called 
his  attention  to  these  discrepances,  and  he  states  that  the 
condition  of  the  books  did  not  justify  a  perfect  audit  on  ac- 
count of  the  manner  of  keeping  the  same,  and  owing  to  the 
sudden  death  of  the  Treasurer,  the  late  Mr.  R.  M.  DuBose, 
it  was  impossible  to  get  data  of  many  things  that  he  did  not 
•:eep  any  account  of  in  his  books. 

We  also  find  that  there  was  a  note  given  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University,  of  date  December  15,  1905,  to  Miss  Mary 
VOller,  for  $800;  no  record  of  this  appears  on  the  books,  and 
s  not  included  in  the  item  of  liabilities. 

We  recommend  that  the  account  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
nent  be  kept  with  the  University  Treasurer,  this  account 
icing  now  kept  entirely  by  the  Dean,  Dr.  Cain.  Our  reason 
or  this  recommendation  is  that  all  accounts  of  the  University 
hould  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  as  one  office  only  should 
lanage   the   affairs    of   the   University. 

Owing  to  the  change  of  sessions,  we  recommend  that  the 
nding  of  the  fiscal  year  be  changed  to  June  1,  and  that  all 
?ports  of  the  different  departments  be  made  to  that  date, 
nd  when  accounts  have  been  audited  the  balance  for  such 
ccounts  shall  be  brought  down  as  in  the  financial  statement. 
We  recommend  that  a  statement  be  rendered  each  year  by 
e  Treasurer  of  the  amount  paid,  and  the  amount  delinquent 
the  apportionment  made  against  the  Dioceses  for  the 
heological  Department,  in  order  that  the  Trustees  of  each 
iocese  may  become  aware  at  the  meeting  of  this  Board  of 
e  condition  of  their  account. 

The  resolution  referred  to  us  by  the  Committee  on  the  Law 
;partment  to  appropriate  $150.00  for  this  Department,  we 
commend  that  said  amount  be  appropriated  out  of  the  funds 
this  Department. 
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The  resolution  referred  to  us  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Theological  Department  relative  to  the  installing  of  heating 
apparatus  in  St.  Luke's  Hall,  we  recommend  that  such  work 
be  ordered  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee they  can  provide  such  funds. 

The  resolution  referred  to  us  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Academic  Department  that  the  Dean  of  the  Department  be 
given  $500  for  the  purpose  of  traveling  and  other  expense.' 
incident  to  the  building  up  of  this  Department,  be  authorizec 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Contmittee  states  with  some  pleasure  that  the  office  0 
Treasurer  has  been  given  a  complete  set  of  new  books,  am 
that  said  books  were  opened  by  the  Auditing  Committee,  an* 
we  see  no  reason  why,  in  the  future,  perfect  reports  shoul 
not  be  rendered  by  the  Treasurer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  r 
called  to  the  discrepancies  found  by  the  Finance  Committi 
in  the  report  of  the  Auditor,  that  he  may  take  such  action  ; 
he  may  deem  needful. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Seaman  submitted  a  supplemental 
report.  No.  3,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Theologic 
Department,  and  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  we: 
adopted. 

Your  Committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  resolutio 
and  to  recommend  them  to  the  Board  for  adoption : 

(1)  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be,  and  1 
hereby  extended  to  the  Rev.  Thos.  A.  Tidball,  D.  D.,  and  t 
Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  for  their  faithful  and  valuable  servii 
rendered  to  the  entire  University  during  their  respect: 
terms  as  acting  Chaplain. 

(2)  That  the  schedule  of  apportionments  on  the  vario 
Dioceses  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robertson,  and  on  a  call 
for  division,  the  vote  standing  1 1  to  7  in  its  favor,  the 
following  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee : 

Resolved,  That  the  office  of  Chaplain  be  disassociated  from 
any  professorship  in  the  University,  provided  that  with  the 
consent  of  this  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee  he  may 
undertake  lecture  work  in  the  University  not  to  exceed  three 
hours  a  week. 

Mr.  Gale  read  the  report  of  the  Endowment  Com- 
mittee, and  it  was  referred  back  with  the  request  that 
the  committee  make  certain  additions. 

The  President  authorized  his  signature  to  be  at- 
tached to  the  Minutes,  as  follows : 

I  hereby  authorize  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  and  Mr. 
A.  C.  Leigh  to  sign  my  name  to  the  recorded  Minutes,  when 
they  shall  have  been  prepared  in  case  of  my  absence. 

C.  K.  NELSON,  Bishop  of  Atlanta, 
President  of  the  Board,  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  would  print  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  Journal  the  program  of  the  Com- 
mencement exercises,  as  per  the  order  of  this  Board. 

On  nomination  of  Mr.  Gale,  and  on  motion,  Mr. 
Luke  Lea,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  on  the  Endowment  Committee,  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  9  o'clock  tomorrow 
morning. 
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FIFTH  DAY. 
Thursday,  June  25,  1908,  9  o'clock,  a.  m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock,  the  Bish- 
op of  Atlanta  in  the  chair. 

The  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were 
read  and,  after  modification,  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Harrison  gave  notice  that  he  would  move  a 
reconsideration  of  Resolution  No.  5  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department,  and 
Dr.  Murdoch  gave  notice  of  his  purpose  to  move  a 
reconsideration  of  Resolution  No.  2  of  same  report. 

Mr.  Gale  reported  for  the  Endowment  Committee 
that  he  would  ask  the  Treasurer  to  furnish  the  neces- 
sary matter  for  publication,  as  he  had  not  had  suffi- 
cient time  to  collect  the  data.  He  submitted  the  re- 
port of  the  committee.     (See  Appendix  B. ) 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  moved  the  reconsideration 
of  Resolution  No.  2  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department,  in  order  to  insert  the 
words  "Dean  Emeritus  and"  before  the  words  "Pro- 
fessor Emeritus"  in  said  resolution.  The  motion  was 
carried,  and  on  motion  the  words  were  inserted. 

Mr.  Harrison  moved  a  reconsideration  of  Resolution 
No.  5  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theologi- 
cal Department,  in  order  to  strike  out  the  original  reso- 
lution, and  substitute  therefor  the  following: 

"Resolved,  (5),  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be,' 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  semi-annually  to  the 
Dean   of   the   Theological    Department,    and   to   every   Bishop 
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who  is  a  member  of  this  Board,  a  statement  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  of  the 
account  of  each  Diocese  with  that  Department." 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  on  motion,  the  sub- 
stitute resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Executive  Committee,  through  its  Secretary,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  submitted  Report  No.  4,  as  fol- 
lows, and  it  was  placed  upon  its  passage : 

The  Executive  Committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  be  elected 
Chaplain  of  the  University. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Rev.  Philip  M.  Rhinelander  be 
elected  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robert- 
son with  regard  to  dissociating  the  office  of  Chaplain  from 
any  Professorship  in  the  University,  be  not  approved,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  Board  do  not  adopt  the  same. 

Recommendations  Nos.  2  and  3  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

A  vote  by  ballot  was  called  for  on  Resolution  No.  1, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robertson  and  Mr.  Blacklock  were 
appointed  tellers.    A  ballot  was  ordered. 

Pending  the  count  of  the  ballot,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell 
submitted  Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  the  The- 
ological Department,  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Having  considered  the  resolution  referred  to  the  Committee 
concerning  the  distribution  of  work  in  the  Theological  De- 
partment, your  Committee  reports  that  it  finds  itself  unable 
to  take  up  the  matter  until  it  is  known  who  is  to  be  Dean  of 
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the  Department,  and  whether  the  Chaplain  of  the  University 
will  also  be  a  Professor  in  the  Theological  Department. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  whole  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Bishop  Weed,  for  the  Committee  on  Memorials  in 
All  Saints  Chaped,  reported  as  follows,  and  the  report 
was  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  in  All  Saints  Chapel  begs 
to  report : 

Having  considered  the  designs  of  memorials  sent  by  Mrs. 
Geo.  R.  Fairbanks,  has  selected  the  cross  designed  by  the 
Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.,  as  a  memorial  to  Maj.  Fairbanks. 

The  tellers  on  the  vote  for  Chaplain  reported  that 
23  ballots  had  been  cast,  of  which  15  were  affirmative, 
and  8  negative.  The  chair  declared  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Committee  had  been 
adopted,  and  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  elected  Chaplain 
of  the  University  of  the  South. 

A  recess  was  taken  to  enable  the  Board  to  attend 
the  Commencement  Day  exercises  in  the  chapel.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Seamen,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  convey  by  tele- 
gram to  the  widow  of  the  late  Hon.  Grover  Cleveland,  an 
expression  of  the  sorrow  of  the  University  of  the  South,  at 
hearing  of  the  death  of  the  ex-President  of  the  United 
States.

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APPENDIX  A 

REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
fiscal  year  which  began  upon  March  i,  1907,  and  which  ended 
upon  February  29,  1908.  Accompanying  this  report  are  the  re- 
ports of  the  several  administrative  officers  of  the  University, 
which  describe  in  detail  the  work  of  the  year. 

Deaths 

During  the  year  the  University  has  suffered  severely  by  death 
and  resignation.  On  Wednesday,  the  22nd  of  April,  1908,  the 
Right  Reverend  Ellison  Capers,  D.D.,  seventh  Bishop  of  South 
Carolina,  and  seventh  Chancellor  of  the  University,  died  at  his 
home  in  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  Bishop  Capers  was  born 
in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  October  13th,  1837,  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  South  Carolina  Military  Academy,  Novem- 
ber 18,  1857,  at  the  age  of  twenty  and  for  the  following  two 
years  was  assistant  professor  in  the  same  institution.  At  the 
outbreak  of  the  War  between  the  States  he  entered  the 
Confederate  Army  as  Major  and  was  rapidly  promoted 
to  Lieutenant-Colonel,  Colonel  and  Brigadier-General.  He 
was  severely  wounded  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  (May  14,  1863);  at 
Chickamauga  (September  20,  1863),  and  at  Franklin,  Tenn. 
(November  30,  1864.)  Upon  his  return  from  the  army  at 
the  close  of  the  war,  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  State 
in  South  Carolina,  and  served  for  two  years  (1 867-1 868.) 
Putting  political  preferment  aside  he  decided  to  study  for  the 
ministry,  and  in  1867  went  to  Greenville  and  commenced  ser- 
vice there,  was  ordered  deacon  1867  and  ordained  priest  1868. 
For  twenty  years,  with  the  exception  of  one  year  spent  in 
Selma,  Alabama,  as  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  he  labored,  in 
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season   and   out   of   season,    for    the    congregation    of    Christ 
Church,   Greenville,   and    in    1887   became    Rector   of  Trinity 
F  Church,  Columbia,  where  he  served  for  six  years.     He  was  con- 

secrated Bishop  Coadjutor  of  South  Carolina,  July  20,  1893, 
and  became  Bishop  a  few  months  later  upon  the  death  of 
Bishop  Howe,  November  27,  1894.  He  was  elected  Chancellor 
of  the  University  upon  the  death  of  Bishop  Dudley  in  1904. 
Failing  health  compelled  his  absence  from  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  in  1907,  and  that  year  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina 
provided  for  his  relief  by  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor. 

Sewanee  mourns  the  loss  of  a  truly  great  and  good  man — 
one  who  has  been  a  Trustee  for  fifteen  years,  and  for  four  years 
our  beloved  Chancellor.  A  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  the 
University  Chapel  at  the  exact  hour  of  the  funeral,  with  a  feel- 
ing address  by  Dr.  DuBose,  whose  great  yet  simple  tribute, 
coming  as  it  did  from  the  heart  of  a  life-long  and  devoted  friend, 
made  a  deep  and  abiding  impression. 

The  sudden  death  of  Robert  Marion  DuBose,  Treasurer  of 
the  University,  early  in  the  morning  of  October  28,  1907, 
plunged  the  whole  community  into  deep  mourning.  Mr.  Du- 
Bose was  born  in  Fairfield  County,  South  Carolina,  on  the 
1 8th  of  September,  1841,  and  was  educated  at  the  South  Caro- 
lina Military  Academy.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  War  between 
the  States  he  entered  the  Confederate  Army  as  a  Lieutenant, 
and  served  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  was  then  in  very  bad 
health  and  went  to  Virginia,  where,  by  working  on  a  plantation, 
and  by  an  open  air  life,  his  health  was  restored.  In  1872  he 
came  to  Sewanee  and  for  more  than  a  generation  has  been,  al- 
most continuously,  in  the  service  of  the  University;  first  as  a 
Master  in  the  Grammar  School,  then  as  Bursar  and  Secretary 
to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  since  1S92,  as  Treasurer.  All  of  us 
knew  the  uprightness  of  his  character,  his  patient  attention 
to  every  matter  entrusted  to  him,  the  cheerful  enthusiasm  with 
which  he  bore  the  duties  that  fell  to  his  lot.  Mr.  DuBose  was  a 
faithful  officer,  a  valued  and  loyal  friend,  a  high  type  of  the 
Christian  gentleman. 
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Resignations 

At  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  1907,  William  Bonnell  Hall, 
C.E.,  B.S.,  M.A.,  M.D.,  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department, 
Professor  of  Physiology  and  Acting  Professor  of  Physics  and 
Botany,  retired  from  the  active  service  of  the  University. 

Dr.  Hall,  whose  connection  with  the  University,  as  student, 
Assistant  Master,  Acting  Professor,  Professor  and  Dean,  has 
extended  over  twenty-six  years,  retires  to  devote  himself  to  the 
care  of  property  interests  in  Alabama.  Dr.  Hall's  service  to  the 
University  over  this  long  period  was  unselfish  and  unremitting, 
faithful  and  efficient.  He  carries  with  him  the  affectionate  re- 
gard of  the  colleagues  with  whom  he  has  so  long  been  asso- 
ciated, as  well  as  the  large  number  of  students  who  have  come 
under  his  instruction.

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Semi-Centennial 

In  June,  1907,  was  fittingly  celebrated  the  Semi-Centennial  of 
the  Founding  of  the  University,  and  its  proceedings  have  been 
published  by  the  University  Press  in  an  attractive  form.  The 
occasion  was  in  many  respects  a  memorable  one,  and  was 
marked  by  a  dignity  and  simplicity  of  observance. 

The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana ;  ad- 
dresses were  made  in  the  new  University  Chapel  (in  process  of 
construction)  by  a  former  Chaplain,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 
and  at  the  historic  corner  stone  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church  and  by  Dr.  W.  M.  Polk,  son  of  the  Founder  of  the  Uni- 
versity. On  Alumni  Day  the  oration  was  by  the  present  Bishop 
of  South  Carolina,  the  Ode  by  the  Reverend  William  Norman 
Guthrie  of  California;  the  Historian  was  Mr.  Luke  Lea  of 
Tennessee,  and  the  Prophet  Mr.  Eugene  H.  Hinton  of  Georgia. 
On  University  Day  a  letter  was  read  by  the  Vice-Chancellor 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  addresses  were 
made  by  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department  of  the  Uni- 
versity, by  the  President  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  the 
Chancellor  of  Vanderbilt  University,  the  President  of  St.  John's 
College,  Maryland,  the  President  of  Tulane  University,  the 
representatives  of  the  University  of  Virginia  and  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, and  the  Governor  of  Tennessee.  Among  other  letters 
and  congratulations  were  those  presented  by  the  President  of 
the  University  of  Chattanooga,  and  from  Dr.  B.  L.  Gildersleeve, 
America's  greatest  Greek  scholar.  The  address  to  the  Gradu- 
ating Class  was  made  by  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  week  other  addresses  were  made  by  other  Bishops 
and  distinguished  visitors. 

Change  of  Sessions 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  conveyed  to  you  a  recommendation 
of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  that  the  long  vacation  be  changed 
from  winter  to  summer  and  for  reasons  duly  set  forth.  Youi 
Board,  after  careful  consideration,  approved  the  recommenda 
tion  and  authorized  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Hebdoma 
dal  Board  to  make  the  proposed  change  in  the  Academic  year 
so  soon  as  they  shall  deem  it  to  be  practicable.     (  Journal  of  Pro 
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/O  ceedings,  1907,  p.  35).     At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Heb- 

domadal Board,  the  decision  was  unanimous  that  the  change 
f  should  become  effective  after  the  present  Academic  year.     The 

Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting  in  Richmond  last  October 
was  of  the  same  opinion.  So  hereafter  the  University  will  hold 
a  continuous  session  from  September  to  June,  with  two  weeks 
intermission  for  Christmas.  A  special  gift  of  $1,000  has  been 
received  and  will  be  expended  for  some  needed  material  alter- 
ations incident  to  this  change,  which  goes  into  effect  with  the 
opening  of  the  next  Academic  year,  September  17,1908.  The 
summer  term  will  be  omitted  for  this  year,  although  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August,  University  Extension  courses  and 
many  special  courses  in  school  and  college  classes  will  be  con- 
ducted at  Sewanee.  The  prospects  for  the  next  year  and  the 
winter  session  are  very  flattering.  We  need  have  no  misgiving 
as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  change. 

It  will  now  be  necessary  to  change  the  date  for  the  Annual 
Commencement  from  the  last  Thursday  in  June  to  the  third 
Thursday  in  June  in  order  that  the  Academic  year  may  not  ex- 
ceed the  period  of  forty  weeks.  The  Board  of  Trustees  would 
then  meet  in  accordance  with  Ordinance  I,  Section  i,on  the 
Saturday  preceding  the  third  Thursday  in  June. 

Summer  School 

The  Reverend  William  Norman  Guthrie,  M.A.  accepted  his 
election  to  the  Professorship  of  General  Literature  in  Uni- 
versity Extension  and  entered  upon  his  duties  April  1st  of  this 
year.  You  will  recall  that  an  anonymous  donor  has  provided 
$2,000  per  annum  for  a  period  of  five  years,  $1500  to  be  applied 
to  Mr.  Guthrie's  salary,  and  $500  to  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  Library  or  for  expenses  incident  to  University  Extension 
work. 

I  submit  herewith  (Exhibit  A)  Bulletin  of  the  University,  Vol. 
Ill,  No.  1,  containing  "Programme  of  the  Sewanee  Summer 
School "  in  which  Mr.  Guthrie,  Director  of  University  Exten- 
sion work,  announces  lectures  on  "  Education"  for  July  and  on 
"  Art"  for  August.  The  list  of  lecturers  includes  several  mem- 
bers of  our  own  Faculty  and  such  specialists  as  Dr.  Robert  A. 
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Holland,  Dr.  Paul  Carus,  Mr.  N.  Van  den  Arend,  Mr.  Frank 
Lloyd  Wright  and  others. 

Special  courses  are  also  announced  in  the  Law,  Academic  and 
Grammar  School  Departments. 

It  seems  clear  that  a  summer  session  separated  by  a  suitable 
interval  both  from  academic  work,  which  ends  in  June,  and  from 
that  which  begins  in  September,  will  be  best  for  lecturers  and 
students  alike.  It  should  secure  for  the  University  most,  if 
not  all,  of  the  advantages  of  the  four-quarter  system,  without  its 
disadvantages.  It  should  enable  the  University  to  offer,  and  the 
students  to  secure  the  benefits  of  concentrated  instruction  in  a 
few  subjects  for  a  relatively  short  time.  It  should  draw  to  Se- 
wanee  many  serious  and  mature  students  from  all  parts  of  the 
country  who  prefer  to  spend  their  summer  vacation,  enjoying 
an  open-air  life  in  the  midst  of  such  advantages  as  a  University 
town  affords. 

The  Summer  School  will  ultimately  become  one  of  the  Uni- 
versity's most  characteristic  features. 

Theological  Department 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I  announce  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  DuBose  as  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department.  His 
name  first  appears  in  the  University  Catalogue  of  1870-71,  an( 
he  has  been  in  the  continuous  service  of  the  University  eve 
since. 

He  resigns  now  on  account  of  ill  health  and  in  order  to  de 
vote  his  entire  time  to  writing — to  preparation  for  the  press  o 
work  already  begun.  Dr.  DuBose  is  the  last  of  the  group  o: 
men  whose  names  were  associated  with  the  early  struggles  o 
the  University.  During  the  last  year  or  two  his  health  has  pre 
vented  him  from  giving  as  much  time  as  he  had  previously  don 
to  the  actual  work  of  instruction,  but  of  his  counsel  and  inspii 
ation  he  gives  unsparingly  still.  No  American  theologian  ha 
won  so  enviable  a  reputation  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic 
His  disinterested  devotion  to  truth  furnishes  an  inspiration  t 
his  pupils  and  an  example  to  his  colleagues.  Never  was  there 
man  who  bore  so  much  honor  with  so  much  modesty.  Thi 
University  needs  him  in  order  to  preserve  and  promote  its  be. 
ideals.  The  place  which  he  leaves  is  an  exceedingly  difficult  or 
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to  fill  and  we  should  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  make  permanent  ar- 
rangements for  the  occupancy.  Let  this  University  adopt  the 
policy  —  which  is  unquestionably  a  wise  one  —  of  holding  that 
there  is  never  a  vacancy  which  must  be  filled  unless  there  is  a 
man  of  the  right  calibre  to  fill  it.  If  there  is  not,  temporary 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  work  until  the  right  man  is 
found.  The  Rev.  Mr.  DuBose  tenders  his  resignation  as  Vice- 
Dean,  to  take  effect  at  the  conclusion  of  his  father's  tenure  of 
the  office  of  Dean. 

The  School  of  Homiletics  and  Pastoral  Theology  suffered  a 
serious  loss  in  the  withdrawal  of  Professor  Guerry  upon  his  con- 
secration to  the  Episcopate.     Quoting  from  the  Dean's  Report : 

"  I  need  not  express  to  the  Board  the  loss  to  this  Department 
as  to  the  whole  University  in  the  person  of  Bishop  Guerry.  He 
had  brought  his  work  in  it  to  the  highest  point  of  efficiency 
when  the  call  to  higher  duties  left  us  without  the  benefit  of  his 
services  and  the  comfort  and  help  of  his  personal  presence." 

The  work  of  the  Senior  and  Intermediate  Classes  has  been 
done  by  Dr.  Tidball,  and  of  the  Junior  Class  by  Professor  Du 
Bose,  while  Dr.  Sioussat  of  the  Academic  Department,  gave 
one  term's  course  of  instruction  to  the  Senior  Class  in  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  subject. 

Dr.  Bishop  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  one  month  at 
the  beginning  of  this  spring  term  in  order  to  complete  a  course 
)f  lectures  which  he  had  been  invited  to  deliver  to  the  General 
Theological  Seminary. 

Numerically,  the  Theological  Department  is  at  a  lower  point 
han  it  has  been  for  several  years.  But  our  own  experience  is 
>y  no  means  unique.  The  lament  over  the  diminution  in  the 
lumber  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry  is  well  nigh  universal, 
^et  us  bear  in  mind  that  the  need  of  strong  men  is  more  im- 
ierative  than  the  need  of  numbers.  The  indications  are  that 
here  will  be  an  unusual  number  of  accessions  at  the  beginning 
f  the  next  scholastic  year. 

The  former  oratory  of  St.  Luke's,  disused  since  the  removal 
■)  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel,  has  recently  been  transformed 
lto  a  large  and  much  needed  reading  room  for  the  Department. 
Iandsomely  renovated,  adapted  and  fitted  up  for  its  new  use, 

is  one  of  the  most  timely  and  valuable  of  gifts,  a  memorial  of 
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the  late  Mrs.  George  Zabriskie  Gray.  We  are,  indeed,  most 
grateful  to  her  son,  the  Reverend  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray  for  this, 
another  of  his  many  benefactions. 

On  March  17th,  St.  Luke's  Hall  had  a  narrow  escape  from 
destruction  by  fire.  When  the  painters  withdrew  from  the 
building  at  noon,  they  deposited  in  a  corner  of  the  hallway  the 
cloths  saturated  with  oil  and  heated,  which  they  had  used  in 
polishing  the  woodwork.  Spontaneous  combustion  resulted. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  energetic,  intelligent  and  almost  heroic 
exertions  of  a  few  of  our  students  and  citizens  and  the  effective 
use  of  fire-extinguishers,  the  whole  building  would  have  been 
destroyed.  As  it  was,  the  loss  to  the  building  will  hardly  ex- 
ceed #500.  More  serious  was  the  loss  of  several  portraits  but, 
these,  too,  were  covered  by  insurance. 

The  receipts  from  diocesan  assessments  and  other  sources  for 
the  past  year  amounted  to  $6,652.26,  which  is  $2,120.53  more 
than  for  the  preceding  year,  and  yet  there  was  still  a  deficit  of 
$597.74.  The  fact  that  certain  dioceses  pay  their  assessments 
in  full  while  others  fail  from  year  to  year  to  meet  these  obliga- 
tions should  be  the  occasion  for  pertinent  inquiry.  (The  Re- 
port of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  B). 

Medical  Department 
Recently  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  N.  P.  Colwell,  Secre- 
tary of  the  "  Council  on  Medical  Education  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,"  in  which  he  says:  "From  what  we  have 
learned  of  the  high  position  held  by  your  University  among 
educational  institutions  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  high 
standards  held  by  your  department  of  liberal  arts,  we  are  sure 
you  will  be  interested  in  the  standards  held  by  the  better  clas; 
of  Medical  Colleges  in  the  United  States.  We  also  feel  surf 
that  you  will  desire  to  have  your  Medical  Department  listec 
among  the  high-grade  Medical  Schools.  As  a  result  of  an  in 
vestigation  of  Medical  Colleges  made  by  our  Medical  Counci' 
covering  a  space  of  three  years  and  including  a  personal  in 
spection  of  each  college,  it  was  found  that  only  about  80  of  thj 
161  Medical  Colleges  of  the  United  States  were  even  fairl 
equipped  to  give  satisfactory  courses  in  medicine.  We  regre 
to  state  that   the  College  at  present  bearing  the  name  of  th 
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Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  could  not 
be  included  in  this  list.  While  it  is  hardly  possible  for  Sewanee 
to  be  the  place  for  a  first-class,  four-year  Medical  College  owing 
to  the  lack  of  sufficient  clinical  material,  it  would  be  possible 
for  you  to  establish  a  first-class  two-year  Medical  Course  and 
have  that  conducted  in  a  manner  entirely  satisfactory.'' 

Medical  education  is  overwhelmingly  expensive  in  the  way  of 
hospital  facilities  and  other  appliances.  We  have  not  the 
means  of  meeting  these  expenses.  The  men  who  have  money 
to  give  for  hospitals  and  pathological  laboratories  for  the  most 
part  prefer  to  give  it  in  large  cities  rather  than  in  small  ones  — 
certainly  rather  than  in  a  country  village. 

We  have  not  even  the  advantages  for  the  teaching  of  theoreti- 
cal medicine  which  would  result  from  the  existence  of  an  ex- 
cellent school  of  science  in  connection  with  the  University. 
The  continued  existence  of  our  Medical  Department  under  all 
these  limitations  speaks  well  for  the  Zealand  energy  of  the  Dean 
and  his  faculty,  and  yet  it  has  not  been  possible  without  sacri- 
ficing standards  to  numbers.  We  must  admit  that  the  proba- 
bility—  the  almost  certainty  — of  the  loss  of  numbers  has  de- 
terred us  from  raising  the  standards.  To  realize  that  our 
Medical  School  is  no  worse  than  the  majority  can  give  but 
little  comfort.  If  we  are  to  have  a  Medical  School  at  all,  it 
should  be  a  good  one. 

Through  the  Reverend  W.  S.  Claiborne,  Rector  of  the  Otey 
Memorial  Parish,  Sewanee,  the  sum  of  $5,ooo  has  been  ob- 
ained  for  the  building  of  an  operating  room  in  conjunction 
vith  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  and  through  him  also  a 
arge  quantity  of  hospital  supplies  has  been  secured.  There  is 
t  reasonable  expectation  of  fulfilling  the  terms  of  Mr.  Carnegie's 
iffer  and  securing  a  Science  Hall  at  an  early  date,  thereby  great- 
y  increasing  the  efficiency  of  our  Medical  Instruction. 

The  deficit  in  this  Department  last  year  was  $1,686.72,  but 
>wing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  and  the  raising 
■i  the  fees,  no  deficit  need  be  anticipated  for  this  present  year. 
The  Report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  C. ) 
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Law  Departeent 

There  appears  to  be  an  increased  demand  for  education  in 
law  and  medicine,  even  if  the  demand  for  education  in  theology 
be  somewhat  diminished. 

What  has  been  said  in  reference  to  medical  education  is  ap- 
plicable to  the  law,  except  that  the  teaching  of  law  does  not  re- 
quire so  much  expense  in  the  way  of  buildings  and  laboratories. 
The  requirements  in  the  way  of  preliminary  training,  however, 
should  be  none  the  less,  and  yet  if  proper  tests  were  applied  a 
goodly  proportion  of  the  present  law  class  would  be  excluded. 
We  are  in  many  ways  much  more  favorably  situated  for  the  de- 
velopment of  a  law  school.  The  strength  of  our  school  of  His- 
tory and  the  strengthening  of  the  school  of  Political  Economy 
for  the  coming  year  combine  to  give  us  special  advantages  in 
this  direction.  But  until  we  are  able  to  provide  additional  in 
struction  we  cannot  hope  to  compete  successfully  with  othei 
well  established  law  schools. 

Mr.  William  Ephraim  Mikell  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl 
vania,  who  was  elected  to  succeed  Captain  McNeal,  declinec 
and  Mr.  J.  Washington  Moore  of  the  Nashville  Bar  conductec 
the  law  school  during  the  summer  term  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner. 

Under  the  appointment  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  subse 
quent  confirmation  by  the  Executive  Committee,  Judge  Lyma 
Chalkley,  former  Dean  of  the  Kentucky  University  La\ 
School,  became  Dean  of  our  Law  Department  September  i< 
1907.  He  has  already  modernized  the  law  course  and  added 
third  year  to  the  curriculum.  There  was  no  deficit  for  the  pa< 
year.     (The  Report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  D.) 

Academic  Department 

Dr.  John  Bell  Henneman,  Professor  of  English,  was  electe 
to  succeed  Dr.  Hall  as  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department,  ar 
entered  upon  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  this  spring  ten 
He  has  continued  the  work  of  reorganization,  so  well  begun  t 
Dr.  Hall,  giving  with  his  accustomed  vigor,  earnest  and  effe 
tive  consideration  to  the  problems  of  discipline  and  instructio 
to  the  relations  between  the  college  and  secondary  schools  ai 
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to  all  the  details  of  the  administrative  office.  The  result  has 
been  a  marked  improvement  in  college  discipline,  scholarship 
and  spirit.  In  fact,  the  condition  of  the  Academic  Department 
has  never  been  so  satisfactory  or  the  outlook  so  encouraging. 

Dr.  Hall's  resignation  as  Professor  of  Physics  and  Botany 
necessitated  making  provision  for  this  work  during  this  spring 
term.  Benjamin  Lefevre  Coulson  of  Ohio,  a  graduate  of  the 
Rennselaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  Troy,  New  York,  and  a  prac- 
tical civil  engineer  of  several  year's  standing,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Acting  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Physics,  and 
I  now  nominate  him  for  the  full  professorship.  Professor  Coul- 
son's  election,  since  coming  to  Sewanee,  as  Associate  Member 
of  the  American  Association  of  Civil  Engineers  indicates  his 
high  standing  among  the  men  of  his  profession.  Mr.  H.  C.  A. 
Damm,  B.A.,  1907,  has  taken  temporary  charge  of  the  class  in 
botany  for  this  same  term. 

Dr.  Swiggett,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Affiliated 
Schools,  has  rendered  valuable  service  in  visiting  and  address- 
ing schools  in  Tennessee  and  elsewhere.  He  made  the  Com- 
mencement address  at  Union  City,  Tennessee  as  did  Dr.  Henne- 
man  at  Mooney's  School,  Murfreesboro.  During  the  month  of 
May  I  made  seven  public  addresses  throughout  the  South,  but 
my  official  duties  made  it  necessary  to  decline  a  still  larger 
number  of  invitations. 

The  Dean's  Report  (Exhibit  £)  is  such  a  complete  record  of 
the  work  of  this  Department  that  further  comment  on  my  part 
is  unnecessary. 

Grammar  School  Department 
The  condition  of  the  Grammar  School  during  the  past  year 
has,  I  regret  to  say,  been  far  from  satisfactory.  There  has  been 
considerable  friction  between  the  Headmaster  and  the  Com- 
mandant; between  the  Headmaster  and  students  and  to  a  less 
extent  between  the  Headmaster  and  his  assistants.  It  is 
needless  to  discuss  the  causes  resulting  in  such  disaffection. 
After  serving  for  five  years  Dr.  Roszel  has  resigned  in  order  to 
become  Principal  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley  Academy,  Win- 
chester, Virginia.  He  carries  with  him  our  best  wishes  for 
success  in  his  new  undertaking. 
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The  Executive  Committee  has  elected  ars  Headmaster  Edgar 
F.  Strong,  Principal  of  Houston  School,  Spokane,  Washington. 
Mr.  Strong  studied  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  and  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Professor  Ely,  the  Economist, 
writes:  "Taking  the  counta-y  as  a  whole,  I  do  not  believe  that 
there  is  one  teacher  of  Economics  in  ten  who  is  so  well  in- 
formed." He  has  had  successful  experience  as  a  teacher  in 
Sach's  School,  New  York,  at  Racine  and  Shattuck,  more  re- 
cently as  Headmaster  of  Houston  School.  The  Bishop  of 
Spokane  wires:  "  Strong  is  all  right.  Churchman,  gentleman, 
grand  church  financier,  successful  headmaster,  good  discip- 
linarian." I  submit  herewith  testimonials  which  seemed  to  the 
Committee  sufficient  to  justify  the  appointment. 

Captain  M.  J.  Lanahan  of  the  General  Staff  of  the  Army  in- 
spected the  cadets  in  April  and  has  promised  to  recommend  to 
the  War  Department  the  assignment  of  an  active  officer  as  Com- 
mandant. Major  Mason  Carter,  our  Commandant  for  six 
years,  resigned  April  ist,  on  account  of  ill  health  and  left  for 
California,  carrying  with  him  the  affectionate  regard  and  good 
wishes  of  the  entire  community. 

The  Hebdomadal  Board  recommends  that  the  Grammar 
School  be  made  a  strictly  military  school  and  that  its  name  be 
changed  to  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  (The  Report  of 
the  Headmaster  is  Exhibit  F.) 

Library 
The  facilities  of  the  Library  are  being  steadily  increased  until 
it  has  become  one  of  the  most  efficient  in  our  part  of  the  Nation. 
Among  the  several  valuable  gifts  received  during  the  past  year 
special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  historical  collection  of 
the  late  Hon.  George  R.  Fairbanks  of  Florida,  and  of  the  his- 
torical and  theological  works  presented  by  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Mur- 
doch, D.D.,  of  North  Carolina.  Dr.  H.  N.  Spencer  of  St.  Louis 
added  nine  Central  American  coins  to  the  "  Spencer  Collec- 
tion "  and  presented  the  following  rare  works  valued  at  several 
thousand  dollars :  Vol.  II  of  Universal  Paleography,  or  Fac- 
similes of  Writings  of  All  Nations  and  Periods,  etc.,  by  M.  J. 
B.  Silvestre,  published  by  Henry  G.  Bohn,  London,  MDCCCL. 
This  great  folio  contains  147  superb  reproductions  in  color  of 
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pages  from  Mediaeval  illiminated  volumes,  Spanish,  Italian, 
French,  Flemish,  Russian,  Slavic,  etc.,  as  well  as  plates  illus- 
trating Mexican  and  Peruvian  drawing  and  writing.  Also  the 
Nuremburg  Bible  in  two  volumes,  complete,  dated  A.  D.  1483. 
Letters  from  Achille  Murat  and  from  Dr.  Spencer  accompany 
these  volumes,  and  give  their  history  so  far  as  it  is  known.  (The 
Report  of  the  Librarian  in  Exhibit  G.) 

During  the  Advent  Term,  Dr.  Tidball  was  Acting  Chaplain 
and  during  the  Lent  Term,  Mr.  Gray.  I  will  request  you  to 
adopt  appropriate  resolutions  in  recognition  of  their  generous 
and  acceptable  services.    (This  Report  is  Exhibit  H.) 

Physical  Department 

Improvements  have  recently  been  made  in  the  Gymnasium 
and  Athletic  Field,  to  be  extended,  it  is  hoped,  by  the  general 
body  of  alumni. 

Sewanee's  stand  in  purity  of  athletics  has  been  an  enviable 
one,  as  her  general  success  has  been  gratifying.  Caspar  Whit- 
ney, the  American  authority  on  amateur  athletic  sport,  has 
borne  voluntary  testimony  in  these  words  : 

"  Of  all  Southern  Colleges,  Sewanee  reveals  the  most  sports- 
manly  spirit  —  in  and  out  of  athletics.  It  has  refused  to  follow 
the  raw  commercial  methods  of  self-advancement,  which  most 
of  her  sister  colleges,  notably  Vanderbilt,  have  adopted." 

(The  Report  of  the  Physical  Director  is  Exhibit  I.)

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Honorary  Degrees 

In  accordance  with  Resolution  of  your  Board  (Journal  of 
Proceedings,  1907,  p.  40)  I  submit  herewith  (Exhibit  J)  appli- 
cations for  honorary  degrees,  all  of  which  have  failed  to  receive 
the  recommendation  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board.  However,  The 
Hebdomadal  Board  unanimously  recommends  the  following 
to  your  favorable  consideration  : 

For  the  degree  of  Doctor  or  Divinity  (D.D.)  ad  eundem, 
Right  Reverend  Frederick  F.  Reese,  Bishop  of  Georgia. 

For  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  (Canon)  Law  (D.C.L.); 
Reverend  Randolph  H.  McKim;  Mr.  George  Wharton  Pepper. 

Taxing  Suit 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  gave  the  history  of  the  litigation 
in  the  Tax  Case  so  far  as  it  had  then  progressed.  Judge  Clark 
for  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Middle  District  of 
Tennessee,  had  issued  a  final  decree  in  favor  of  the  University, 
restraining  the  State  and  County  from  assessing,  or  attempting 
to  assess,  taxes  on  the  property  and  leasehold  interests  de- 
scribed in  the  bill  and  situated  in  the  thousand  acres  exemption. 

From  this  final  decree  the  State  and  County  took  an  appeal 
directly  to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and,  contrary  to 
the  confident  expectation  of  our  attorneys  that  court  reversed 
the  decree  of  the  Circuit  Court  and  remanded  the  case  to  that 
court  with  directions  to  dismiss  the  bill. 

Mr.  Justice  Peckham,  who  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
holds  that  as  long  as  different  interests  may  exist  in  the  same 
land  it  is  plain  that  an  exemption  granted  to  the  owner  of  the 
land  in  fee  does  not  extend  to  an  exemption  from  taxation  of  an 
interest  in  the  same  land,  granted  by  the  owner  of  the  fee  to  an- 
other person  as  a  lessee  for  a  term  of  years ;  that  the  two  inter- 
ests are  totally  distinct,  and  the  exemption  of  one  from  taxation 
plainly  does  not  thereby  exempt  the  other;  that  the  State 
through  its  legislature,  clearly  had  its  right  so  to  change  its 
mode  of  assessment  as  to  reach  the  interest  of  a  lessee  directly 
and  not  through  the  owner  of  the  fee.  In  so  doing  the  Stat< 
does  not  tax  the  owner  of  the  land  in  fee  nor  the  fee  itself.  I 
taxes  what  it  has  a  right  to  tax  —  a  separate  and  distinct  inter 
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est  in  the  land,  although  the  fee  thereof  be  in  the  University 
which  cannot  be  taxed  therefor. 

We  cannot  assume,  says  Mr.  Justice  Peckham,  that  the  State 
would  endeavor  to  create  a  lien  upon  property  which  is  recog- 
nized as  exempt  from  taxation,  for  the  purpose  of  thereby  at- 
tempting to  obtain  such  a  security  for  the  payment  of  a  tax  due 
from  another  upon  different  property  which  is  not  exempt. 
Furthermore,  that  if  the  interest  of  the  lessee  in  the  land  could 
be  sold  for  the  non-payment  of  the  tax  assessed  thereon,  the 
lessor  (the  University)  might  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  at 
once  re-enter  for  non-payment  of  taxes.  What  is  to  be  the 
basis  of  valuation  of  leasehold  interest  the  court  does  not  pre- 
sume to  say  —  that  must  be  determined  by  the  assessing  officer — 
all  that  the  court  maintains  is  that  it  is  a  separate  and  distinct 
interest  from  that  of  the  owner  of  the  fee  and  the  assessment  of 
that  interest  for  taxation  is  not  an  assessment  upon  the  interest 
of  the  University,  and  is  not  a  violation  of  the  exemption 
granted  to  it  by  the  Statute  of  1858. 

What  the  practical  effect  of  the  decision  will  be  cannot  be 
foretold.  If  it  is  to  be  what  the  County  is  claiming,  a  large 
number  of  our  lessees,  including  University  officers,  will  be  seri- 
ously embarrassed.  Offers  of  compromise  are  being  proposed 
by  the  State,  but  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  lessees  will  test 
the  matter  in  the  State  courts  with  the  view  of  an  ultimate  ap- 
peal to  the  Legislature.  (Opinion  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court 
is  Exhibit  K.) 

Bequest  of  Charles  Connor 

In  and  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Charles  Connor,  of 
Orangeville,  Columbia  County,  Pennsylvania,  duly  proved  and 
approved  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1875,  it  was  provided  as 
follows: 

"  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  half-sister  Rebecca  the  semi- 
annual interest  in  Eight-Thousand-Six-Hundred  Dollars  in  the 
loan  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,   standing  in  my  name,  to  be 

paid  to  her  during  life  for  her  own  use   After  the 

death  of  my  half-sister  Rebecca,  I  give  and  bequeath  the  afore- 
said Eight-Thousand-Six-Hundred  Dollars  in  Philadelphia  City 
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loan  to  my  executors  in  trust  for  the  University  of  the  South  at 
Sewanee,  Tenn." 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Fisher,  the  beneficiary  under  this  will,  died 
March  10,  1908.  I  at  once  employed  as  counsel  Judge  John  G. 
Freeze  of  Bloomsburg,  Perm.,  and  our  petition  for  an  order  and 
decree  to  pay  the  bequest  to  the  University  has  been  filed  and 
argued.     (Papers  in  the  case  are  filed  herewith  —  Exhibit  L). 

Finances 

I  wish  to  express  my  most  grateful  appreciation  to  Mr.  Gray 
for  his  co-operation  in  financing  the  University  through  a  criti- 
cal period  last  fall,  and  to  Mr.  Colmore  for  acting  as  Treasurer 
during  the  several  weeks  following  Mr.  DuBose  death. 

Mr.  Telfair  Hodgson's  acceptance  of  the  position  of  Treas- 
urer continues  an  honored  name  in  the  annals  of  the   University. 

Efforts  were  begun  at  the  Semi-Centennial  to  increase  the  en. 
doment  fund  (already  undertaken  by  a  friend  of  the  University) 
to  #100,000  or  more.  The  Endowment  Committee,  at  a  meeting 
held  in  Richmond  last  October,  requested  the  Vice-Chancellor 
to  act  as  commissioner,  but  the  additional  duties  imposed  upon 
me  by  the  death  of  our  Treasurer  and  an  illness  which  resulted 
therefrom,  would  have  rendered  this  impossible  even  if  the 
money  panic  had  not  set  in.  Upon  the  advise  of  my  physician, 
I  went  abroad  for  six  weeks  during  the  winter  vacation. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose,  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  the  Rev. 
H.  E.  Spears  and  Professor  Sioussat  undertook,  without  recom- 
pense, to  canvass  several  of  our  Southern  States  during  Janu- 
ary and  February.  Considering  the  financial  depression,  which 
was  then  prevalent,  the  results  achieved  are  very  gratifying. 
The  present  status  of  the  Fund  is  as  follows :

So  when  the  pledges  above  recorded  are  paid  in  we  shall 
lack  only  about  53,000  of  obtaining  the  $100,000  upon  which  sum 
is  conditioned  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  of  an  additional  $60,000. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Auditor  (Exhibit  M)  it  will  be  seen 
that  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  29,  1908,  the  deficiency 
in  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  educational  work  of  the  Uni- 
versity reached  the  sum  of  $5,698.99,  just  a  little  less  than  for 
each  of  the  preceding  four  years.  Naturally,  this  result  is 
ground  for  grave  concern.  It  points  once  more  and  with  new 
emphasis  to  the  undesirable  fact  that  without  increased  endow- 
ment we  cannot  carry  on  the  work  which  has  been  laid  upon  us. 
The  cost  of  instruction,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  living,  is  constant- 
ly increasing.  The  salaries  paid  to  the  teaching  staff  are  far 
from  what  they  should  be  —  they  are  not  living  salaries.  Fur- 
thermore, much  that  is  urgently  demanded  is  either  not  under- 
taken at  all  or  is  insufficientiy  provided  for.  Without  an  ad- 
ditional income  the  University  must  restrict  its  educational  op- 
portunities or  continue  to  face  grave  embarrassments. 

Friends  and  benefactors  in  the  North  have  repeatedly  de- 
clared that  they  would  do  much  more  for  the  University  when 
the  South  itself  should  show  its  proper  appreciation  of  the  Uni- 
versity's work  and  contribute  its  share.  It  is  significant  that  of 
the  amount  above  subscribed  about  90  per  cent  comes  from  the 
North.     But  one  must  not  infer   that  the   South  has  failed   to 
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make  her  contribution  to  the  upbuilding  of  this  University. 
It  is  true  that  most  of  the  resources  raised  have  necessarily  gone 
into  salaries  and  maintenance,  into  work  and  energy  for  pre- 
serving higher  standards  and  ideals.  However,  from  a  wilder- 
ness, a  full  civic  life  has  developed,  the  original  simple  wooden 
structures  have  given  place  to  handsome  modern  stone  Uni- 
versity buildings  and  a  plant  worth  more  than  three-quarters  of 
a  million  has  been  created.  Practically  all  this  has  been 
achieved  by  the  South  herself,  by  Sewanee  and  immediate 
friends,  often  with  heroic  self-sacrifice.  Now  that  the  Uni- 
versity's work  is  attracting  the  attention  of  generous  and  kind 
friends  from  the  North  as  well,  it  devolves  no  less  upon  us  of 
the  South  —  the  University's  nearest  and  proper  constituency — 
to  continue  and  increase  our  efforts  and  realize  the  ideals  of 
the  Founders.

In  his  absence, 
the  Senior  Bishop  present  shall  call  the  Board  to  order;  and 
after  organization,  the  Board  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  President 
pro  tempore.  In  either  case,  the  President  of  the  Board  shall 
be  one  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  Chancellor,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  election  for  the  unexpired  term, 
to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Should  a  vacancy  occur, 
or,  in  the  event  of  the  disability  of  the  Chancellor  by  sick- 
ness, or  other  cause,  while  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  the 
Senior  Bishop  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Board,  shall  exercise 
the  functions  of  the  Chancellor  until  the  Board  meets."
